Pahokee may pull 
out of solid waste 


disposal project 


The expected breakup of a joint effort to 
establish a solid waste disposal facility for 
the. entire Glades area didn't take place 
Tuesday night but the Pahokee City Council 
moved to consult with its engineers on the 
possibility of building its own site. " 

The problem first came up during the July 
meeting when. Pahokee representative on 
the BPAC, William McKinstry, said the 
Pahokee City Council would not sign the 
necessary inter-local agreement unless it 
included some provision for lower fees to 
make up for the extra miles Pahokee gar- 
bage trucks would have to travel. 

Belle Glade City Commissioner Aubrey 
Farmer, who represents Belle Glade on the 
BPAC, protested the idea at that time and 
led an argument Monday night which re- 
jected the Pahokee proposal by a three to 
one vote. 

“I said it would be a stacked deck,” Mc- 


, Kinstry said after the vote, in which he dis- 


agreed with Farmer, South Bay Mayor Don- 
ald Tanner and County Commissioner Bill 
Bailey. 

"I've talked about this with the (Belle 


Glade) commissioners," Farmer said, “апа: 


they say no. If you (McKinstry) prefer, we 
can look for a site in Pahokee and Belle 
Glade won't ask anyone to pay for hauling 
our garbage up there." 


Belle Glade Commissioner Tom Altman, 
who asked to speak to the BPAC, said he 
could understand McKinstry's position but 
couldn't agree Belle Glade, South Bay, the. 
SWA and the county should reimburse 
Pahokee for the added distance. 

"We've all got to do what's best for our 
constituents,” Altman said, ''and we've got 
to be concerned with providing the cheapest 
legal method of disposal .possible.'' 


While they weren't as strong as Farmer in 
their objections, Tanner and Bailey agreed 
with consulting engineer Charles Anderson 
that while they could see McKinstry's view- 
point, they felt the accounting which would 
be required for any compensatory program 
would outweigh the advantages of the 
compensation. 

""We're hauling to the other side of Paho- 
kee now," Tanner said of South Bay, ''so 
any kind of chhnge looks good to us.”

And that's why MacKay s is the more dangerous of the. ~ 
two. 

Neither voters nor legislators are likely to back the super- 
ooard but relief to taxpayers during the 1978 election year 
must be an attractive re-election tool for state politicians. 

No one minds taxes as lony as someone else pays them or 
they-áren't so noticeable as property taxes. But if MacKay 
giveth relief from school taxes, MacKay taketh away the ad 
valorem cap of ten mills city d county governments can now 
legally tax freeholders.

PAHOKEE-Parents dont panic 
when they see Jim Quinn toss 
their infants into five feet 
of water, or when he drops them 
into the deep end of a swimming 
pocl, fully dressed. Because they 
know it's only part of the Infant 
Swimming Survival course that 
Quinn is teaching to 25 children, 
ages:.7'4 months to 10 years, at 
the home of Dr. and Mrs. Richard 
Lane who have made the pool 
available for the lessons locally. 


Quinn and his. wife, 
also teach infant swimming 
lessons at the YMCA in West 
Palm Beach, Quinn said they had 
so many requests from Glades 
residents that he decided to come 
out here, saving the parents from 
an 80 mile daily drive.

Quinn. uses ап origianal 
approach to teaching the infants, 
an approach developed Ьу Dr. 
Harvey Barnett II, child psycholo- 
gist at the University of Florida, 
which .used B.F.  Skinner's 
psychological theory of operant 
conditioning, a! positive reinforce- 
ment appróach. 


Quinn is one'of only 35 such 
instructor in the entire United 
States and there is only one other 
instructor in thís area besides he 
and his wife. Quinn said that 
Barnett only teaches few instruc- 
tors per year so "it's hard to get 
into the program." 


Parents bring their children in 
for lessons basically for the same 
reason-safety. If their child 
should: fall into a lake or a pool or 
even а bathtub filled with water, 
the child would be able to save 
himself long enough for help to 
arrive. 

The purpose of teaching a baby 
to swim; Barnett says, is to give it

So in all 
probability, if that same baby 
were to fall off of a dock, he would 
come up floating, swim to the side 
and grasp the side for, security, as 
the babies are taught to do. As 
the Barnett method instructors 
maintain, Infant Swimming Survi- 
val” is the cheapest life insurance 
you can buy.”

Mothers of. the Pahokee 
youngsters watch pleasingly and 
unbelievingly as their babies learn 
how to open their eyes, cluse their 
mouths, move their arms and kick 
their feet. The mothers 
themselves take part in the 
lessons as they record data on a 
special calculator, data that will be 
fed into a computer at the 
University of Florida. The data is 
returned on a computer readout 
making comparison to babies of 
like “abilities and ages, assessing 
strong and weak points. 


Watching 1l-monthold , Julie 
Hatton. wander around the 
poolside, Julie's mother, Mrs. 


Buttons Hatton, said the reason 
she and her husband wanted Julie 
to have lessons is that she is so 
active they were afraid she might 
fall into their home swimming 
pool, unsupervised. 

The swimming lessons are also 
а precautionary measure (ог 
Quinn's student in Pahokee, a 
7'4-month-old Charlie Noland, son 
of Cissy and Ricky Noland.

"The reason they cry is not 
because they're afraid of.the 
water, “he-noted, "but because of 
separation anxiety and stranger 
anxiety." The separation anxiety 
develops because the infant must 
leave/its mother and the stranger 
anxiéty because the

Probably the biggest and most 
time consuming part of our home 
- vegetable gardening is the control 
of insects, diseases and weeds. 
Many people put in an over-size 
garden that really is too large for 
their immediate family needs and 
find that they do not have the 
time to take proper care of it. 
Once the weeds, insects, and 
diseases start to get ahead of you 
it is almost impossible to catch up. 
Many people find that in a small 
=. garden, or even a larger one, 
much of back-breaking labor of 


Mulching materials can consist of 
grass clippings, leaves, old 
newspapers, or in some cases 
plastic. 

The purpose of a mulch is to 
shade the soil which will reduce 
soil temperatures and promote 
better root development апа 
growth, to help retain moisture 
and reduce loss of fertilizer due to 
leaching, and, more importantly, 
to prevent weed seeds that might 
be present from getting enough 
light to germinate. 

If you sée a mulch of leaves, 
grass clippings or other type 
materials: you also derive an 
additional benefit. At the end of 
the gardening season you can 
leave this mulch “in place till the 
following gardening season, and 
then work*it into the soil to act as 
compost. .During the time the 
mulch is left in place it will keep 
own much of the weed problem 
ю that the following time you are 
:ready to start. planting you will 
not have large weed patch to 
contend with. 

Insects and diseases are two 
other factors, which anyone who 
gardens knows. Insects probably 
give most gardeners the biggest
